TROY, O., Feb. 25.—Solu­ 
tion of the mystery surround­ 
ing the brutal munder of Mrs. 
Frances Drake Nesbitt, for­ 
mer Ohio State University 
tennis champion was at a vir­ 
tual standstill today despite 
Police Chief Sharifs’ assertion 
“that an arrest may be expect­ 
ed momentarily.’’ 
Following the coroner’s inquest 
which failed to develop but minor 
angles of the mystery, a verdict was 
withheld and the investigation was 
placed in the hands of County Pro­ 
secutor L. E. Harvey who now de­ 
clares he will not summon a special 
grand jpry until tile evidence w ar­ 
rants. 
Ah the inquest progressed yes­ 
terday, Harvey declared a grand 
jury would be impanelled immedi­ 
ately—that he believed there was 
sufficient evidence to m erit an in­ 
dictment. He declined to say whom 
he suspected. 
Harvey and Coroner Hance are 
now inclined to the belief that Mrs. 
N esbitt’s assailant felled her with 
a stick of cordwood. They also point 
out that the slain woman’s brother, j 
Russell Drake, built a fire in the j 
furnace with pieces of wood found j 
near a fireplace in the house after j 
the murder was discovered. 
Robbery as a possible motive for 
the killing, entered the maze of

Mrs. N esbitt’s m other said part of 
her daughter’s silver was missing. 
Coroner Hance probably will issue 
a verdict as soon as testim ony ad­ 
duced at the inquest has been 
transcribed and reviewd. A verdict 
is expected to read “death a t the 
hands of persons unknown.” 
First testimony as to the actual 
condition of Mrs. N esbitt's body 
when found was given by a Troy 
undertaker. 
He said there were no blood­ 
stains or tears on Mrs. N esbitt’s 
nightgown;

Nesbitt's 
hands were clenched; 
her face 
bore an expression of extrem e ter­ 
ror and she bad been choked so 
badly her tongue protruded between 
her teeth. 
The bony was found in a partially 
filled bathtub by Jacob Nesbitt, the 
slain woman’s husband when he re­ 
turned from a business trip to Day­ 
ton.
